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REPORT. 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 


In presenting my second annual Report, I regret to say that 
the past year has not been one of unexampled prosperity to our 
schools. The results attained in some of the districts are dis- 
creditable to the teachers, and devoid of material benefit to the 
scholars. This is, doubtless, an unwelcome statement to those 
who have at heart the interests of education. I deem it best, 
however, to conceal nothing, but rather to look the matter 
squarely in the face —to candidly acknowledge failure wherever 
there has been such —to recognize merit wherever it has been 
manifested, to bestow praise where it is deserved, and censure 
where it is needed. Wherever mortifying instances of failure 
have occurred during the year, it has been from want of capac- 
ity to govern, rather than any lack of educational qualifications. 
To govern a school properly — to acquire the love, respect, and 
good will of the scholars, to impart instruction intelligently, and 
at the same time to maintain correct discipline without resort- 
ing to harsh measures — is something that requires rare ability. 
Wherever such a teacher can be found — and there are some — 
their services are cheap at any reasonable price. Mere book- 
learning is but a small part of the material needed to make a 
successful teacher. In addition, there are needed firmness, 
patience, good judgment, and above all, the ability to read 
human nature aright. If these latter qualities are wanting, the 
most splendid talents, and the most brilliant intellects may find 
their Waterloo in the common school-room. While I am ready 
to concede much that may be said concerning the fallibility of 
teachers, I would not fora moment hesitate to denounce the 
pernicious tendency of parents to prejudge them. There have 
been instances within my recollection, where parents have fre- 
quently expressed their dislike of the teacher, in presence of 
their children, weeks before said teacher entered upon his 
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or her duties. Such a course is demoralizing in the extreme, 
and is an evil for which the law provides no remedy. The cor- 
rection of the abuse must commence in reformatory measures 
at home. Another evil of like tendency, is the continual fault- 
finding of outside parties who never visit the schools, and who, 
consequently, are entirely ignorant of their practical workings. 
No person has the moral right to find fault with a teacher, until 
he has visited the school and made himself familiar with its 
management. If the teacher is found to be incompetent, it is 
then time enough to enter a formal complaint. The reporting 
of exaggerated stories upon hearsay evidence, is alike unjust to 
the teacher, and detrimental to the school. A jury composed 
of men actuated by such motives, would not be much sought 
after, as a medium of conveying justice between contending 
parties. A school can be a complete success, only, when pa- 
rents and teacher co-operate together for the public good. 
Another objectionable feature of increasing magnitude is the 
irregular attendance, and want of punctuality. The reduced 
average attendance, and 527 instances of tardiness are dis- 
graceful facts that need no comment. They too plainly indi- 
cate neglect and indifference upon the part of many parents, 
and are strong arguments for the advocates of compulsory at- 
tendance. Such being a few of the defects of our system, and 
misfortunes of selection, what then is the obvious remedy ? 
First, then, employ better teachers than some of those hereto- 
fore employed. This I say, without irttending to reflect in any 
manner upon those who have performed well their part. Let 
us have teachers of acknowledged ability. We have had enough 
of guess-work and doubtful experiments. Employ only those 
who have been successful. I shall probably be met with the 
objection that such teachers will demand higher wages. Very 
well, gay them higher wages. “The laborer is worthy of his 
hire.” Six weeks of a good school are worth more than sixty 
of a poor one. Why should we expect persons to teach our 
schools for less wages than can be obtained in almost any other 
business ? If.such is to be the reward of their industry, what 
inducement is there for them to spend their money, and years 
of patient study in acquiring an education? New Hampshire 
_ pays her carpenters twice as much as she does her teachers. 
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But it may be urged —“ We can hire teachers at .a very low 
rate.’ So you can buy a horse fora dollar, or a fiddle for fifty 
cents, but what are they good for? 

As another means of reform, let parents manifest a better 
spirit toward the teachers, and materially help them by subject- 
ing their children to good discipline at home. 

I would also recommend the election of unmarried men as 
prudential committees. This would ensure a large number of 
female applicants from which a judicious selection might be 
made. ‘The prospective, possibility of “ marrying the commit- 
tee’ — as has been frequently the case heretofore — would in- 
duce the teacher to do her “level best” in managing the school 
under her charge. 3 | 

During the past year, I have introduced the National Series: 
of Readers throughout the school, and, as a result, I am pleased 
to notice a decided improvement in the reading of the different 
classes. I am aslo gratified to observe some improve nent in 
-penmanship. As a means of securing a greater interest in this 
important branch of education, I have presented each of the 
schools with a set of Payson, Dunton & Scribner's. writing 
charts. In connection with this subject, I would: recommend 
the introduction of Drawing in every schoo]. It has been 
proved by the best teachers and educators, in the country, that 
children will learn to write in less time when instructed in the 
art of drawing, than when instructed exclusively in the princi- 
ples of penmanship. Iam confident that the benefits to be de- 
rived, would more than balance the trifling expense of its in- 


troduction. | . 
I would further recommend the adoption — by teachers — of 


the object-method of teaching the primary classes. This meth- 
od is being generally adopted, is interesting to the younger pu- 
pils, and appeals directly to their perceptive faculties. 

Physical exercises should receive more attention. A few. 
minutes might be profitably spent every day in calisthenics, to 
the great benefit of every scholar in school. I am pleased to 
note the exercises of this kind, introduced into the South School 
the past Winter. While devoting much time and attention in 
training the mind, we should by no means overlook the impor- 
tance of developing the piyszcal powers. For every violation. 
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of Nature’s laws we pay’ the penalty. We cannot expect 
healthy children with clear heads, and active mental powers, if 
they are allowed to sit in hard, narrow, cramped-up benches, in 
bad rooms, and vitiated air, week after week, without some kind 
of physical training. While mentioning this matter, I respect- 
fully suggest to the citizens of the East and West districts 
the propriety of providing some suitable place for their children 
to attend school. The so-called school houses in those districts, 
are miserable old hovels, totally unfit for the purposes designed, 
and hardly up to the level of second class pig-pens. They are 
but the relics of a by-gone age, and standing monuments of dis- 
grace to the districts that tolerate them. 

There are but few school-rooms to be found, anywhere, so 
mean and dirty. There are not twenty farmers in Rye, who 
would shelter their cattle where others seem perfectly willing to 
send their children, to be prepared for the active duties of life. 
‘Rye is a wealthy town, and abundantly able to support her 
schools in a decent manner at least. It is not enough that we 
can get along with poor school houses and schools, and still 
live. I desire to see our schools steadily advancing in the path 
of progress, until they reach a degree of perfection hitherto un- 
attained. 

This can be done with proper management, and will yield a 
bountiful return for the Town’s generous expenditure. It isa 
duty incumbent upon every good citizen to see that his children 
are educated to the extent of his means. It is more desirable 
to educate our children than to support them as criminals and 
paupers. It has always been a source of local pride, that none 
of our citizens have ever been in Congress or the State prison, 
and it should be our bounden duty, to see that the rising gen- 
eration are saved from such a fate. 

I would recommend — subject to the Town’s approval — the 
appropriation of $1000 for school purposes the ensuing year. 

I deem it not inappropriate at this time, to allude to the sud- 
den and terrible accident resulting in the death of Miss Semira 
S. Shapley. She was one of our most accomplished teachers, 
and had taught ten schools with unvarying success. She. 
seemed peculiarly adapted for the instruction of youth, and 
never failed to win their love and respect. Her untimely death 
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cast a gloom over the entire community. I know I speak but 
sentiments of every heart, when I say that the bereaved family 
have the sympathy of all who knew her. 

I close my Report with some detailed remarks concerning the 
different schools. 

In the South District the Summer term was taught by Miss 
Annie D. Jenness of Rye. This was her first attempt at teach- 
ing, and she succeeded rather beyond my expectations. I found 
her school very quiet and well disposed. Owing to prevailing 
sickness near the end of the term, it was thought best to close 
the school two weeks earlier than was intended. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Sophila J. Foye cf 
Rye. Her management of the school was entirely satisfactory, 
and the final examination alike creditable to teacher and schol- 
ars. It was one of the best ever witnessed in town. 

In the West district the Summer term was taught by Miss 
Hattie F. Marston of North Hampton. The school was, at 
times, somewhat disorderly, but the teacher evidently labored 
to the best of her ability. I am not able to say much relative 
to the comparative progress of the school, as I was not notified 
of its close in season to be present. 

The Winter term was taught by Albert J. Sanborn of Sea- 
brook. Considerable dissatisfaction has been expressed by the 
people of the district concerning the management of the school, 
and many scholars have either wholly withdrawn from it, or at- 
tended only at irregular intervals. On the day of examination 
there were but 21 scholars present — but justice to them and 
the teacher alike demand that they receive the praise due them. 
I have rarely found a better class in Primary geography, and 
the recitations in Arithmetic were given with marked prompt- 
ness. There was also good progress observable in reading and 
writing. These are the outward visible results of the school. 
I cannot agree with those who pronounce the school an entire 
failure. That there were some who wished it so, and done their 
best to make it so, I am inclined to believe; but among all 
those who were so eager to exaggerate the teacher’s errors, and 
magnify his faults, not one of them had the manliness or com- 
mon decency to visit his school and see for themselves. While 
I deeply regret that many of the scholars have been deprived 
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of the benefits of the school wholly, or in:part, Iam not of ‘the 
opinion that the earth will cease to revolve in consequence. 

In the Centre district the Summer term was taught by Miss 
Abby S. Clark of Rye. As usual her school was an entire suc- 
cess. I consider Miss Clark one of our best teachers, and trust 
that her services will be retained for the benefit of our own 
schools. 

The Winter term was taught by Sarah M. Norton of Ports: 
Bae ens Miss Norton is a fine scholar, and her method of instruct- 
ing commendable, but the school under her charge was a failure, 
owing to a total lack of discipline. It was never my misfortune 
to visit a more disorderly assemblage of scholars, The school 
closed some weeks before its <llotted time. . 

In the East district, the Summer term was taught by Miss 
Annie Winslow of Louion. Although possessing sufficient. 
education, Miss, Winslow did 1.ot succeed in exciting the inter- 
est of her scholars, and I deemed it expedient to close the 
school at the end of seven weeks. 

. A Fall term was taught by Miss Sarah M. Norton of Ports- 
mouth. In; consequence of sickness, I was unable to visit her 
school, but was told that it was a success, and:that her man- 
agement was generally satisfactory. 

..The Winter term was taught by Miss Sarah M. Goodwin of 
Wells, Me. Miss Goodwin succeeded in securing the good will 
of her scholars, and the school was a very pleasant one. — Her. 
classes gave evidence of good progress. The recitations in 
Arithmetic, and Physical Gaenny were especially prompt 
and thorough.
